By all which Words, Councells, and 
Aions hce hath Trayterouſfly laboured to 
alicnare the hearts ofthe Kings leige people 
from his Majeſty, to ſera Diviſion between 
them; and to ruineand deſtroy His Majeſties 
Kingdomes. For which they impcach him 
of High Treaſun againſt our Soveraigne 
Lord the King, his Crowne and Dignity. 

And the ſaid Commons, by proteſtation 
ſaving to themſelyes the liberty of exhibit- 
ing at any time hereafter, any other Accu- 
fation or Impeachment againſt the ſaid 
Wrritiamn Laup, Arch-Biſhop of 
Canterbury. And alſo, of replying to the 
Anſwers that he, the ſaid Arch-Biſhop ſhall 
make untothe ſaid Articles,or any of them. 

And of offering proofe alſo of the 
Premifles , or any of them , or any o- 
ther Impeachment or Accuſation , that
